There is hereby sppropriated, out of
any money in the general fund, not not otherwise ap-
propriated, the sum of five hundred and two and
thirty-five one-bundreth dollars to George W. Perry,
of Douglass county, to pay him for services and dis-
bursements as attorney in the case of the state of Wis-
consin against the city of Duluth et al.: provided, that
no money shall become due or payable under the pro-
visions of this act until the said George W. Perry has
filed with the secretary of state a receipt in full of all
demands upon the state because of the said service
and disbursements, and an agreement that be does not

make and will not make at any time hereafter any

claim on the state on such account.
